Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) the 35 USC 112 and 103 rejections are 
maintained for reasons of record in the Office Action mailed 2/26/03, Paper No. 9; b) Applicant argues, "While Rapaport teaches a metho 
of treating stretchmarks, Frei teaches a method of treating skin aging, and in regard to skin care, Quelle teaches tripeptides as anti-aging 
factors. One of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that skin stretchmarks and aging have distinct etiologies". This argument is not 
persuasive. It is respectfully pointed out that Frei teaches the fermented soya peptide extract as increasing skin firmness, elasticity, and 
tone, which 'would treat stretch marks, as stetch marks are a result of decreased skin firmness, elasticity and tone. It is respectfully 
pointed out that Quelle teaches the tripeptide Gly-Hls-Lys as an antioxidant for use in skin care compositions and Rapaport et al. teach 
antioxidants as additives in his composition. Thus, one of skill would be motivated to teach the antioxidant of Quelle as the antioxidant of 
Rapaport. Thus, there is motivation to combine the references. 
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
